November; mentions that 
a: Moulvie, named Mahomed Alim Ali, went'to a village i in the 
‘Moradabad District and put a‘stop to the lectures, and other 
portions of Mahomedan worship, such as. the prayer offered 


‘up for the souls of the dead, &c. Some one arriving at Morad- 


abad is said to have given notice to one Mahomed Shah Ali, 
a Moulvie, who proceeded at once to the spot, and drew many 
of the: Deendars (co-religionists) to himself, and shouted out 


that with the exception of the traditional sayings of Mahomed, 


the sayings of that Moulvie were Paganism, &e., &e. The 
result appears to have been that the two rival Moulvies quar- 
relled; a fight was nearly the consequence, but the Thanadar 
wrote to the Chief of Rampore, and told him that the two 
Moulvies were quarrelling about their creed, that he was 
powerless, and that if the Chief did not interfere there. would 
certainly be great bloodshed. The Chief’s Naib, accompanied 
by some cavalry and infantry, proceeded at once to the spot 
and found that Moulvie Shah Ali had already made him- 
self scarce. The Naib is said to have spoken harshly to 
Moulvie Alim Ali,” &., &. The writer continues in the same 
strain on the same subject, but it merely concerns the 
Mahomedan population, and treats of the difference of opinion 
between the Moulvies, &.,; &c.

The Vakeel sent 
on the parcel to Jummoo, where it was opened, when lo! 
instead of. the pearls supposed to be in it, and worth some 
Rs. 2,000, only a piece of cloth came out of it. The Vateel 
.was informed of it, and at once gave notice to the Police, and 
Morad Ali, supposed to .be a smart officer, sent for Khoda 


Bux (the delivery: peon) whose evidence was taken, which : 


wag a denial’of all knowledge ; upon which the Police Officer 
sent to (or for) the peon’s mother, and asked her whether her 
son had not. lately. given her a piece of silk ; the old wo- 
man, not suspecting anything, said he had given her no cloth 
but that he-had given her a necklace. The necklace was sent 
for, and tuned out to be the missing pearl necklace. The peon. 
was placed in confinement.”

has fately been enlisting men asa body-guard, but it is a pity 
if ‘the raising of a Resalla ‘{eavalry regiment) has not been 
stopped by order of Colonel Keatinge, Governor-General’s 
Agent. ‘The fact is, that when the Maharajah ‘began to enlist 
. the ‘men, notice of it was sent to the Agent, who informed the 
Maharajah that at present there was no likelihood-of such war- 
fare as required the aid of sueh troops for. the Maharajah,-and 
therefore it would be better to stop the enlistment. ‘Next to 
Joseph Sahib, Mirza Shumshad Alli Beg, and Mirza Koorban 
Beg, Vakeel of Ulwar-at Dethi, stand best in the’ eae

Governor, North-Western Provinces, turned his attention to 
this some time ago, and advised the Railway Officials to place’ 
native travellers according to their rank in the carriages, : but- 
up to the. Present time. nothing has been done. In the Pun- 
Jab, the carriages for native females have a great fault, which 
is that women of bad character sit beside respectable women, 
all of which is not noticed by the Railway people ; and again, 
on the East Indian line there are no carriages for females. - If
